MURDER CHARGE ENDS JAUNT 


Order to Hold New Orleans Man 


Just Beats Liner to Port. 


BODY IN TRUNK OVER SEAS. 


Old Woman He Took Over Slain—He 
and Girl Go from Ship to Tombs. 


New York, May 12.— [Special. As he 
stepped from the gangway of the steamship 
Graf Waldersee today William Meyer, a New 
Orleans furniture dealer, Was arrested on a 
charge of murder committed in Germany. 
A young and good looking woman who had 
traveled across the ocean with him also was 
arrested. 

The order for Meyer's arrest was received 
from German police officials less than an 
hour before the ship reached port. Meyer 
is accused of the murder of Mrs. Marie 
Vogel, 74 years old, a wealthy woman of San 
Francisco, at Frankfort-on-Main, Germany. 
The body of the murdered woman was found 
yesterday in a trunk left at Frankfort, it is 
alleged, by Meyer. 

German officers, on being notified that 
Meyer was suspected of being the murderer 
and that he was on board the Graf Walder- 
see, immediately telegraphed to Carl Gneist, 
German consul in this city, asking for the 
man’s arrest. 


Caught in Nick of Time, 

Gneist immediately got out a warrant, 
through United States Commissicner Shields, 
and Deputy Marshals Bernhardt and Reed 
at once hastened over to Hoboken to serve it. 
They arrived just as the gang plank was put 
out and intercepted Meyer and the woman. 

Meyer vigorously denied he is guilty of 
murder. He made ro resistance when ar- 
rested and said he could prove it a case of 
mistaken identity. The woman with him ap- 
peared greatly shocked over Meyer's arrest. 
She said she had no idea he was accused of 
a crime. She broke down and wept bitterly. 
She said she had married Meyer recently and 
that he had promised to take her to New 
Orleans and give her a life of luxury. 

Before being taken to the Tombs they were 
arraigned before Commissioner Shields in 
the Federal building: The man pleaded not 
guilty. The woman said Mrs. Vogel was 
Meyer's aunt. he said she knew nothing of 
the crime. She finally confessed she had not 
merried Meyer, but showed a wedding ring 
dated Nov. 8, 1905. which she said Meyer had 
given her in promise of marriage. 


Victim Jealous of Other Woman. 

She said Mrs. Vogel had objected to the 
fact that they had lived together as man and 
wife. During the examination the young 
woman went over to Meyer and said to him 
in German: 

„ Did you do this murder?’ 

No, I did not, Meyer answered. 

The woman then broken down and wept 
again. They were held without bail until 
Monday, when another hearing will be held, 
at which the German consul will be present. 

In connection with the arrest of Meyer 
there was a lively dispute on the pier be- 
tween Deputy Marshal Bernhard and immi- 
gration officers as to who should have the 
pair. Immigration Commissioner Watchorn 
sent a special tugboat to the Graf Waldersee, 
a most unusual proceeding, to take the pair 
from the ship to Ellis isiand. He had been 
informed Meyer was a desperate criminal. 
Marshals Bernhardt and Reed refused, how- 
ever, to give up their prisoners. 

Extradition proceedings will be instituted 
at once by the German consul for the de- 


portation of the pair. 


Crime of Revolting Nature.

"The rate bill will, therefore, go tothe presi- 
dent within a few days, and the work of 
reorganizing the interstate commerce com- 
mission will proceed at once. 

The all important portions of the Hepburn 
bill are retained. A court review amend- 
ment is added, but with it there are other 
sections which limit the courts in regard to 
suspending the orders of the commission. On 
the whole, the rate bill as it comes out of 
the senate is decidedly stronger than when 
it left the house, and undoubtedly means 
a vast reform 
throughout the country. 


; 
‘Tillman and Bailey Angry. 

There was & good deal of a sensation in the 
Senate prior to the adoption of the Allison 
amendments, owing to a personal attack 
upon the president by Senators Tillman and 
Bailey. They charged him with being a 
quitter, with changing his mind without notl- 
fying his friends, and with a willingness to 
surrender a fight when it practically was 
won. 

Many of these charges were more or less 
true, as everybody in the senate knew. The 
president has changed his point of view on 
the rate bill frequently. but he has invariably 
furnished a good reason for his changes, and 
the result in the passage of the composite 
Allison amendment seenis to show the pres- 
ident has been wise and tactful and has se- 
cured the passage of an important plece of 
legislation in the face of bitter opposition 
without yielding anything of importance. 


Democrats Stand by Roosevelt. 

It is sigtificant that even after Tillman. and 
Bailey had attacked the president by name 
on the floor of: the senate, and had asserted 
that he had deserted his colors under fire, all 
the democrats voted for the Allison amend- 
ments, with three exceptions, and those three 
were constitutional lawyers, who had other 
views as to the reading of the proposed law, 
but who were in sympathy with the compro- 
mise which was written into the bill today. 

Senator Lodge, as the president’s nearest 
friend, thought it necessary to telephone the 
substance of Tillman’s charges to the. White 
house, and he received a telephonic repudia- 
tion of them, which wal fread to the senate. 
The incident was extremely sensational, be- 
cause there is an unwritten law that the 
president shall not be criticised in congress. 
In point of fact, the charges were not im- 
portant. Even Mr. Tillman, with all his bit- 
ter partisanship, could assert nothing more 
than that the president had changed his 
mind and had repudiated an agreement he 
made without giving the democrats sufficient 
notice. 

Law a Radical One. 

Today's proceedings in the senate practi- 
cally determined the scope of the new rail- 
road legislation. The changes to be made 
before the final passage of the Hepburn- 
Dolliver bill will be so slight that the gen- 
eral principle will not be affected in any 
particular, 

The new law, it must be admitted, is an 
extremely radical one. If properly executed 
it will revolutionize the railroad system of 
the country to a large extent. As the bill 
now stands it puts under the control of the 
interstate commerce commission every in- 
strumentality of commerce, both for passen- 
gers and freight. Not only are the private 
car lines put under the interstate commerce 
law but the express companies, the sleeping 
car companies, and similar subsidiary cor- 
porations are all made amenable to govern- 
mental control. The interstate commerce 
commission can fix a rate for icing a fruit 
car, and it can similarly establish a tariff on 
express packages and require he sleeping 
car companies to give value received for the 
money they now collect from the public. 


Must Reorganize Commission. 

It will take, of course, a long while for the 
interstate commerce commission to reform 
the railroad system. The commission has no 
initiative whatsoever. It is a tribunal pure 
and simple. It can proceed only upon com- 
plaints by interested persons, but when those 
complaints are once made it has ample juris- 
diction and power to effect the necessary 
changes in the interest of the public. 

The first thing the president will have to 
do will be to reorganize the commission. 
This is to be done by the Immediate appoint- 
ment of two additional members, one for a 
term expiring at the end of 1911 and another 
who will hold over a year longer. This will 
make a commission of seven members, hold- 
ing office for seven years each, and paid a 
salary of $10,000 annually. 

The law requires that not more than four 
of the seven shall be of the same political 
party, so that the work of regulating railroad 
rates will be kept out of politics so far as it is 
possicle to do so. 

The new law goes into effect as soon as it 
is signed by the president. He will lose no 
time in sending into the senate the names of 
the new commissioners, and the chances are 
that before the end of this month the com- 
mission will be ready to tackle the railroad 
situation under its new powers of personal 
regulation, 


Will Take a Long 1 Time. 

It will take a long time to reform the rail- 
road rates of the whole country. The present 
members of the commission have had a great 
deal of experience and they are beginning io 
prepare themselves for active work. Under 
the new law the commission will of course 
not attempt to establish a system of railroad 
rates of its own. Every freight rate, how- 
ever insignificant in itself, has a definite re- 
lation to all other rates. 

The first work undertaken by the commis- 
sion, therefore, will be to take into consider- 
ation some one complaint and endeavor ‘o 
discover whether the tariff as fixed by the 
railroads is reasonable or not. In case the 
commission decides a change must be made 
it probably will be necessary to install at the 
same time an entirely new system of freight 
rates in that particular territory. A decision 
by the commission as to the proper rate for 
hauling a particular kind of freight between 
two points almost certainly will involve a 
recasting of the tariff rates to hundreds of 
other points and possibly upon dozens of 
other commodities. A decision as to the rate

For this reason the members of the commis- 
rion say that although the new law will give 
them ample authority, they will be obliged to 
proceed with the utmost care to avoid throw- 
‘ng the railroad systems of the country into 
great confusion. 


It may be weeks and months Before any 


radical action is taken. The members of the 
commission will have to familiarize them- 
selves with the system of railroad rates. It 
will be necessary to employ experts, and 
there probably will be created a series of 
minor tribunals for the purpose’ of hearing 
testimony and submitting the results to the 
commission. Several plans are proposed to 
accomplish this and it is more than likely 
the members of the commission will split up, 
each taking a ific territory or a certain 
class of commodities, and then leaving the 
final decision to the commission un as 4 
court. 


Greatest Benefit, Moral Effect. 
In the opinion of President Roosevelt and 


of most of the members of congress who have 
studied the situation, the greatest benefit of 
the new law will come from its moral effect. 


It is believed that the rallroads in the long 


run will revise their own rates and will listen 
to recommendations from the commission, 
In any event, the action of the commission 
will largely be confined to fixing “ basing 
rates.’ 
the tariff over a wide territory and after the 
commission really gets down to work it will 
not be obliged to concern itself much with 
details. It probably will endeavor to estab- 
lish certain general principles in regard to 
tné cost of transportation and will firet of 
ll fix through rates, leaving it to the rail- 
road companies. themselves to adjust their 


1 pwn tariffs in harmony with the decisions of 


the commission. 

The more the Allison amendment, passed 
this afternoon, is studied the more satisfac- 
tory it seems to be to the commission. It 
provides for a court review, as a matter of 
course, but the power of the courts to issue 
preliminary injunctions and suspend the rates 
fixed by the commission is extremely limited. 
The railroad will find it almost impossible 
to prevent the actual fixing of rates by the 
commission, except possibly for an extreme- 
ly limited period of time. The shipper will 
have as much right before the court as the 
railroad, and there will be ample opportunity 
to present both sides of the case in addition 
to the hearings before the commission itself. 


Deluge of Cases Expected. 


At the outset the interstate commerce com- 
mission is certain to be sw.mped with buai- 
ness. Every shipper who is dissatisfied with 
his freight rates will have the right to file a 
complaint, and there may be thousands and 
tens of thousands of cases brought before 
the commission almost from the beginning. 
There is no expense to ‘Le shipper or the 
consumer. The government assumes all the 
burden of litigation, no maiter how far ihe 
case goes in the courts. 

At first, therefore, the ra:ilroads will have 
a busy time of it defending themselves 
against all sorts of charges, many of whica 
will be entirely without foundation. After a 
short time, however, it will be discovered 
that a single decision by tLe commission wiil 
really dispose of hundred: of these com- 
plaints, and after the firs' rush it is likely 
that the commission wil! only be appealed 
to to decide certain cases of great importance 


“which will determine tariff :ates over a wide 


area. 
There is practically no limit to the power of 
the interstate commerce commission over 
the railroads. It can esta»o'ish a new system 
of cjassifications,: prescribe uniform bills 5f 
lading, and regulate all sorts of subsidiary 
charges for terminal service, switching, re- 
frigerating, and other side issues. 


Hard Lines for Rebaters. 


Experience has shown that the big trusts 
and favored shippers have not been given 
open rebates, but have been favored in other 
ways. Inasmuch as the commission will be 
enabled to fix charges of all kinds for trans- 
portation, it will cut off practically all of 
these secret rebates, and this is what the 
president and his friends are aiming at, be- 
cause they think that the evil today is not 
so much excessive freight rates as discrimi- 
nation between shippers. 

In the agreement between the president and 
republican senators by means of which the 
railroad dil has secured the necessary votes 
to pass it through the senate, there has been 
tacit understanding that the Interstate Com- 
merce commission will proceed in its new 
work with the utmost caution. It has been 
agreed that the commission shall proceed 
with great deliberateness and shall not at- 
tempt to make any radical changes where 
they can be avoided 

‘Having the power in its hands, it is hoped 
that a cordial understanding can be estab- 
lished between the shippers, the railroads, 
and the consumers, so that in the long run 
the government commission will only be a 
board of arbitration whose decisions will be 
accepted by both sides without recourse to 
the courts. 


Railroads Willing to Try It. 

Various rallréad presidents have assured 
the administration that they are willing to 
give the new law a fair trial and that they 
will cooperate with the commission as far as 
possible. The two members still to be ap- 
pointed probably. will be railroad men of 
recognized ability. and it is the purpose of 
the president to equip the interstate com- 
merce commission with the necessary ma- 
ehinery so that it may take up and decide one 
important case after another, deliberately 
and carefully, so as to win the confidence of 
the carriers and the shippers alike. 

If this gar de done it makes little differ- 
ence whether the court review be broad or 
narrow and in the long run, except in par- 
ticular cases, the decisions of the commis- 
sion will unquéstionably be accepted as final 
by ali parties.

Freeport, Ill. May W2.~[{Special.]—Dr. 
William Livingston. who died here tonight, 
aged 96, was believed by many people to be 
William A. Rockefeller, the father of John 
D. Rockefeller. 

The belief arose from the fact that a pic- 
ture of Wüllam A. Rockefeller which was 
published in McClure’s magazine with Ida 
B. Tarbeli's sketch of John D. Rockefeller, 
closely resembled a picture of Dr. Livingston 
and that many of the characteristics ascribed 
to the elder Rockefeller were also possessed 
by Dr. Livingston. 

Livingstoh moved here about: fifteen years 
ago and was a traveling physician. His 
widow says they were married in New York 
fifty years 480. He was free spoken on most 
subjects, but never gave any definite infor- 
mation regarding his past. The funeral will 
take place Monday morning.

Scores Teachers Who Neg- 
lect Their Duties. 


Seniority Promotion Plan of Fed- 
eration Is Condemned oy 
Educator. 


Superintendent of Bchools Edwin G. Cooley 
yesterday threw down the gauntlet to the 
Chicago Teachers’ federation by declaring 
that unless school teachers continue to be 
students all their lives they become in 
cient human machines. He addressed the 

Howland clubsan organization of 
men principals of the public schools. 
he delivered hie defense of the promotional 
gyetem which was bitterly attacked by the 


federationiste in the school board on Friday, 


the club unanimously indorsed the plan and 
voted Supt. Cooley unqualified support. 

Supt. Cooley did not mince words in con- 
demning any system of promoting teachers 
which would take into account length of serv- 
joe only. 

“Fine Old Fossils“ Mentioned. 

„Teachers, he declared, should not be 
encouraged to get into the system and then 
let the clock work. Advancement based on 
length of service does not do justice to the 

earnest, enthusiastic teacher with the real 
— * spirit. It some produces 
the fine old fossil that we find holding a good 
position in our cities. 

1 think many of you know, as I do, some 
of these sleepers; you have heard their snores 
and have perhaps tried to waken them. You 
may have witnessed their surprise and in- 
dignation at the outrageous proposal that 
they wake up and yo to work or get out.” 

Supt. Cooley urged that the first consid- 
eration should be the welfare of the children 


and with this in mind, he said, no system of 


promoting teach should be established 
which does not take efficiency into considera- 
tion, 

it the welfare of the children is the funda- 
mental consideration in carrying on the 
schools,” said Supt. Cooley, “ we must be 


governed, in fixing teachers’ salaries, by an 


estimate of the value of the services rendered 
by the teacher. Any consideration is invalid 
except In so far as it affects efficiency, An 
increase in salary based upon length of serv- 
ice can be defended only in so far as it can 
be shown that length of service conduces to 
greater efficiency in the work of the school- 


room. 
“Inereases of salary based upon zeal, stu- 
dentlike habits, and scholarship must alike 
be tested by this criterion of efficiency.” 
Advises Hobbies for Teachers. 
Supt. Cooley declared an increase of effi- 


ciency without study to supplement the work 


in school rooms would hot continue beyond 
a period of four or five years. 

Unless the teacher keeps on studying,“ 
he declared, a period of decline will set in 
which will proceed steadily as the years go 
by. No teacher should be allowed to ad- 
vance in salary after she has ceased to ad- 
vance in efficiency. Scholarship and habits 
of study must be considered in estimating 
the efficiency of a teacher. 

“I am convinced no teacher who is not a 
student can long remain really efficient. The 
teacher should study educational processes 
and educational philosophy and methods. Her 
study cannot cease with her preparation for 
entering the work, but must be lifelong. 

The teacher should have some special in- 
terest—some hobby—which she pursues be- 
cause she gets sustenance and culture out of 
it. The true teacher never will make the 
mistake of thinking that her education is 
finished,” 


White Holds Same Views. 


Supt. Cooley declared it is so difficult to get 
rid of @ teacher after she once has allowed 
herself to go to sleep that the alm should 
be to keep the teachers from going to sleep. 

The Rev. R. A. White, school trustee, also 
defended Supt. Cooley’s promotional plan.

One of the most frequent 
queries received has to do with the problem 
whether a base runner can advance on a 
foul tip caught by the catcher or must re- 
turn to the base from which he started, the 
game as he must on any other foul, whether 
t is caught or not. Major league umpires 
‘allow base runners to advance on foul tips 
which ate caught, the same as if the bats- 
man had missed the ball altogether. This 
ruling, though correct according to the 
intent of the magnates, is not at all clear 
in the wording of the rules. The first sec- 
‘tion under rule 55 asserts that a base run- 
ner must return to his base if the umpire 
declares a foul tip (as defined in rule 46) or 
any other foul hit not legally caught by a 
fielder.” Presumably the man who framed 
that section meant to specify that a run- 
ner could not advance on any foul hit, tip, 
or otherwise which was “not legally 
caught.” But rule 46, to which direct refer- 
ence is made, defines a foul tip as a ball 
which goes sharp and direct from the bat 
to the catcher’s hands and is legally caught.“

CHANCE FOR CRACK SHOTS 
AT THE BLOOMINGTON MEET. 


Annual State Tourney, Set for May 
22 to 25 Inclusive, Expected to At- 
tract All Best Guns in Dlinois. 


Bloomington, III., May 12.—-[Special.J— 
Crack shots from many states will be in 
Bloomington May 22, 28, 24, and 28 to attend 
the annual tournament of the Hlinois State 
Sportsmen’s association. : 

Live pigeon shooting will be barred in 
obedience to public sentiment.’ Blue rock 
targets only will be used, shot from Leggett 
traps. Targets will be thrown from fifty 
yards and Interstate association rules will 
govern. Shooting will commente promptly 
At D a. m. 

The tournament is open to all amateurs 
except the two state events, which. will be 
limited to shooters fro IlHnois. The 
grounds will be open for prd@etice and sweep- 
stakes shooting on the aftegnoon of May 22, 
The formal program will open on Wednesday 
morning with eight events of fifteen targets 
each and three events of twenty targets each. 
The high average prize will be $100, first ten 
places $10 each, and first and second low 
average $5 each. ; 

Event No, 10 will be a merchandise shoot 
handicap, the prizes being valued at $109, 
the principal one being a $50 gun. Event No. 
11 will be a handicap open to all amateurs, 
with a handicap of sixteen to ‘twenty-two 
yards of 100 targets. There will be a purse 
of $100 offered by the McLean County Gun 
club, which, with the entrance fees, will 
make up an attractive shoot. The program 
for Thursday will be similar to that of 
Wednesday, with the addition of the Chicago 
board of trade diamond badge shoot of 100 
targets. This badge is valued at $800. 


There will be 100 targets in this contest 


with a handicap of sixteen to twenty-two 
yards. This will be one of the crowning 
events of the tournament. The Friday pro- 
gram will be similar to that of the other 
dates, except there will be a Bloomington 
handicap shoot of $50 for the high gun. An 
important’ feature of the tournament this 
year will be the business meeting, which is 
to be held Thursday evening, May 24. 

The new constitution will be presented and 
adopted, new officers will be elected, and the 
place for the next tournament selected. The 
constitution will change the character of the 
association. When first organized it was de- 
signed to protect game and progecute law- 
breakers.

Pressed closely by a little squad of athletes 
from the Shattuck Military school of Fari- 
bault, Minn., Lewis institute yesterday, for 
the third time in as many years, carried off 
first honors in the annual Northwestern inter- 
scholastic meet at Evanston. -The winner’s 
total was 32 points, and the cadets were 
close behind with 9. ca, 

The meet, in which twenty-five schools were 
represented, grew into a duel between these 
two schools, and it was not until the results of 
the last event, the quarter mile, were known 
that the technical school’s victory over the 
military academy was cértain. 

Up to that time the advantage had shifted 
back and forth go that with only one point in 
Lewis’ favor, and with each school well rep- 
resented in the 440, the rate was a close one. 
Vickery, who had been badly beaten by Kipp 
of Shattuck in the 220, succeeded in pulling 
out the victory in the quarter by breaking the 
tape in almost record time of :52%. 


Lewis Strong in Field Events. 

The local school surpassed its rival in the 
field events, but was badly outclassed on the 
cinders, In fact, it might be said that the 
victory was won on thirds and fourths, which 
gave Lewis ten of its points. Shattuck's 
counts were nearly all firsts and seconds, 
three of the former and four of the latter be- 
ing chalked up for them. 

Hyde Park, coming into third place because 
of the work of Taylor and Way, had its share 
of honors in that the former of the two 
eprinters was awarded the individual medal 
for the day. He piled up 14 points, getting 
first in the 100 and second in the 220 and in 
both hurdle events. | 

For star individual work Kipp of Shattuck 
and Rennacker of Lewis were close rivals for 
second place. The forme? landed first in the 
220 yards dash and second in the 100 and the 


| half mile, while the old North Division star 


secured second place in the hammer, discus, 
and shot events and fourth in the pole vault. 

The fact that ten points should be given to 
Rennacker, a man about whese eligibility 
there is_some question, and that it was his 
work that shut them out of a victory, rankled 
in the breasts of the Shattuck youngsters, 
J. A. Foster, athletic director in charge of the 
team, stated that he would protest the Ren- 
nacker case to Lewis institute and to the 
university giving the meet. 


Brain Fast Over Sticks. 


A second Shattuck man attracted atten- 
tion by his stellar work in the hurdle events. 
In these no one could approach Brain, who 
cinched them with records of :264% and .:16%. 
Both of these marks are close to the inter- 
scholastic records which suffered on two 
occasions at the hands of yesterday's com- 
peiitors. 

The clearest new record was established by 
Beges of North Division, in the pole vault. 
The old mark of 10 feet 6½ inches went glim- 
mering when the north side boy passed over 
the stick on the 10 feet 10 inch mark. He 
attempted to increase this four inches in a 
try for the world’s interscholastic record, 
but failed by a narrow.margin. 

A shaving was clipped off the mile time by 
Brewster, a dark horse from Wheaton, who 
negotiated the distance in 4:39%. He had the 
race all his own way and finished a clear 
twenty yards ahead of Glore of Lewis. His 
teammate, Hubble, did almost as creditable 
work in the high jump, equaling the record 
of & feet 11 inches. Bohnsack of Lake View 
also gave the keeper of records a scare when 
he hurried the half mile up to the tune of 
2:04%, only four-fifths of a second away from 
the best previous performance. 


Tilley Counts for Clinton. 


A one man team from Clinton high school 
put his name well up to the front for indi- 
vidual work. Tilley, a weight man from that 
school, led his nearest rival in the hammer 
throw by twenty feet, tossing it out 152 
feet 6 inches. 

In the dashes the time was poor because 
of a heavy wind that blew steadily up the 
straightaway and made the sprints a severe 
pull, It also interfered with the hurdling 
to a serious extent. The track, which was 
used for the first time in competition, was 
pronounced by the high school boys to be 
speedy. 

A ‘duel between military schools had been 
foreseen in the military re y between Shat- 
tuck and Northwestern Milltary academy of 
Highland Park, but the firmer school had 
things all its own way. Brain] Kipp, Capron, 
and Morris put thirty yards between them 
and the north shore lads.

Chicago will have at least one big foot- 
ball game next fall. Cornell will play or 
Marshall field on Nov. 10. 

Arrangements were completed last night by 
Director Stagg and word was sent the Ith- 
acan authorities of his acceptance. Cornell, 
it is stated, proposed the game. Stagg re- 
ceived word from the eastern officials a week 
ago, but was unable to work upon it until he 
had presented the proposition to the Midway 
senate for consideration. 

More weighty than anything which the 

Chicago ruling body has had to handle in re- 
cent years, it was declared by one of the 
leading Chicago professors, was the question 
of whether the Midway institution should ac- 
cept or reject the offer of Cornell. By decid- 
ing to grant permission to play the easterners 
the senate saved Stagg to the university and 
saved the ranking of the institution as an 
athletic power; and consequently the future 
of the school to a certain extent. 
_ Cornell's free will invitation to play the 
maroons came as no small surprise to Stagg 
and the "Midway athletes. The decision of 
the Michigan faculty a fortnight ago to ask 
for a football game with Cornell and the fact 
that Michigan and Cornell always have been 
on more friendly terms than any eastern and 
western universities, gave the impression in 
the maroon camp that the Wolverines would 
procure the date they asked for. 

Chicago met Cornell in 1899, when Stagg 
brought out his first championship team, and 
the easterners were beaten by a score of 17 
to 6. Cornell’s team that season was one of 
the best of the eastern elevens and the play 
of the maroons compared favorably, accord- 
ing to the easterners, with the standard of 
football in the @ast. 

Coach Warner of Cornell expects to have 
one of the best teams in years at Ithaca next 
fall; while the prospects at the Midway at 
present point to an even greater team than 
the championship eleven of last fall.

2:20%, and that was represented to have 
speed of a much higher grade, In fact, it was 
more than hinted in the catalogue description 
of the horse and his virtues and accomplish- 
ments that he had been taken back oa 
various and sundry occasions when he could 
have gone to the front and won had such 
action been desirable. To finish the tale, it 
was said of the pacer that he never has 
been in a race he could not have won.“ 

The man who consigned this particular 
horse is well known in the community where 
he resides, is well to do, and carries weight 
in all departments of his life. But some per- 
son with malice aforethought called the at- 
tention of the National Trotting association 
to the fact that, according to the statement 
in the catalogue, this man had been conniving 
at the pulling of his horse, and the man was 
promptly cited to appear before the horse 
tribunal and tell all about it. He did not 
come, but in his place sent a high priced 
lawyer, who explained that the statements 
in the catalogue were made by the horse own- 
er's bookkeeper—name not revealed to the 
board of review—and that the Owner was ex- 
tremely sorry, etc. 


Easy Escape for Owner. 

Whereupon the board dismissed the case, 
thus letting the horse owner off with a scare 
and the payment of a la wyer's bill. Nothing 
was done to the bookkeeper, but the chances 
are he has lost his job ere this—perhaps.

QUESTIONS WHIST AXIOM . 
ADVANCED BY R. F. FOS TER. 


A. R. Metcalfe Declares Absurd State- 
ment That Dealer’s Opponents Never 
Should Finesse. 


[BY A. R. METCALFE.] 

So many contradictory articles are writ- 
ten about bridge in these days that it is no 
wonder the seeker for information is occa- 
sionally bewildered. For instance, in the 


it may be taken as an axiom that the 
dealer’s opponents never should finesse. 

It would be impossible to find a statement 
more entirely absurd. Take, for example, 
the following simple situation: No trump has 
been declared and the seven of diamonds 
led; dummy put down queen, six, four of dia- 
monds, from which dealer played the four. 
Pone's holding in diamond was king, nine, 
and five. It would be imperative for pone 
to pass the seven, barring such a contingency 
as a long established suit in his own hand. 
Dealer had but one ard above the seven, 
and this might be the eight or ace? if it were 
any other card the finesse would make no 


Clever Finessing Possible. 
There is a great deal of pretty finessing to 
be done by the player who sits behind 
dummy andin end play. There is also some 
clever finessing work to be done by the 
player at dummy’s right, most in the way 
of losing finesses for position. 

After the rudimentary parts of the game 
have been acquired the most common fault 
of the average player is to finesse too freely 
when playing the combined hands of dealer 
and dummy. It is frequently possible to 


tenace suits, and dealer, therefore, should 
avoid finessing as much as possible unless 
several cards of the suit-are established in 
his hand or dummy’s when the finesse Is lost.

Bout Possible in Gotham Is Driven 


by Magistrate Pool in Test Case of 


Fighters Arrested After Contest at 

Madison Square Garden—Club 87 
tem Whereby Members Can See 
Battles the Rule.

Magistrate Pool, sitting in the Jefferson 
Market court, New York, drove the wedge 
that makes twenty round glove contests pos- 
sible in that city. The accommodating mag- 
istrate, | in citing the law in the case, said 
there can be no violation of the law provided | 
the spectators are members of the club hold- 
ing the fight. 

The case was brought before the magistrate 
by the prearranged arrest of Joseph Dunn 
and Harry Phillips, a pair of preliminary 
fighters to the Schreck-Hart windup at the 
recent Madison Square garden boxing show. 
After listening to the arguments he declared 
that as only those who had purchased cards 
of membership in the club had been admit- 
ted there had been no violation of the law 


‘and discharged the two pugilists. 


His decision is the first of its kind in New 
York since the repeal of the Horton law, and 
as the police commissioners were repre- 
sented in court it ig possible Pool’s favorable 
decision Will stand, This is the best piece of 
news that has been dished out to the fighters 
in years and all roads, for the next few 
months, will lead to Manhattan island. 
Regarding the membership of clubs, that 
will be overcome by making every fight fan, 
with-+he price, a member, and as the dyed in 
the wool fight follower can dig up money to 
see a scrap quicker than for anything else; 
members can be manufactured at the rate 
of one per minute. 


— 

The club which secured the favorable de- 
cision held its first fistic entertainment on 
the night of May 38, with heavyweights 
Schreck and Hart as the star attraction. 
The bouts were limited to four rounds, too 
short for decisive work for some big fellows, 
with the result the main bout, according to 
some reports, was unsatisfactory. Schreck, 
when he returned to Chicago, stated the bout 
pleased the management and that he had 
Hart on the verge of a decisive defeat in the 
third round and that the Louisville fighter 
hung on like grim death in. the last round to 
stay the limit. 

The club at present is peta Mai to pull off 
a number of ten round contests and has 
matched Joe Gans and Willie Lewis for its 
next entertainment. This, should it take 
place, will be Gans’ first fight in New York 
since May 25, 1800, when he knocked out Dal 
Hawkins before the Broadway A. C. in three 
rounds. That was one of the hardest and 
fastest fights I ever saw, as it wae a con- 
tinual session of slugging from the moment 
they put up their hands until Dal went to 
the canvas for the count. It was elther 
man’s fight every minute they were at it, 
both going down repeatedly and arising stag- 
gering. It was one of the few honestly fought 
battles that took place in New York in the 
final months of the Horton law, which was 
repealed and went into effect on Sept. 1 of 
that year. 

> 

The last two important fights under the 
law were between Joe Walcott and Tommy 
West and Jim Corbett and Kid McCoy, 
and were jobs pure and simple. The Walcott- 
West job was pulled off on Aug. 27. Those 
in the know were betting all kinds of money 
and at any old odds that West would win 
and that during the fight when Joe was beat- 
ing Tommy to a frazzle. At the end of the 
eleventh round it was any odds Walcott 
would win, but when time was called for 
round twelve Joe did not answer to the call, 
claiming he had injured his arm, so Referee 
Charley White awarded the fight to West, 
while the sure thing sports cashed.“ 

Three nights later those clever mitt artists, 
Jim Corbett and Kid McCoy, entered the 
ring at Madison Square garden, and with the 
assistance of the gang that framed up the 
job separated the unsophisticated sports 
from their greenbacks by faking it for five 
rounds, the Kid feigning a knockout in 
that session. And why not?’ they said. 


“The jig is up and we may as well make it 


a good one by getting the money.“ 

It was a fitting finale toa corrupt pugilistic 
régime, and it ts sincerely hoped the clubs 
that will profit by Magistrate Pool's de- 
cision will not follow in the footsteps of their 
predecessors. New York is one of the best 
fight towns in the country, and if the clubs 
that intend embarking in the business will 
not attempt to rake in all the money in sight 
in one night the game should boom. 

. — 

The Pool decision, as it will hereafter be 
termed, stirred up all the old fight fans, and 
some of them, it is said, have requested Tom 
O’ Rourke to organizea club to pull off twenty 
round bouts. One report from New York 
reads as follows: 

Since the decision which made boxing 
legal, when run under the strict club plan, 
O’ Rourke has been in receipt of many letters 
from people who were familiar with the man- 
ner in which he conducted his bouts in the 
old days of the Horton law. Scores of sport- 
ing men who delight in seeing boxers per- 
form entreated Mr. O' Rourke to enter the 
local field, and, with a clubhouse which would 
be a permanent home, where members could 
have the advantage not enjoyed by members 
of other clubs—that of training in their own 
quarters, cater to champions, and give bouts 
which would be worth the large assessment 
fees they were willing to pay.”

No definite step has been 3 in Chicago 
dy elther the local automobile club or the 
dealers’ association to promote a two galion 
efficiency test, such as was run off in New 
York on May 5 by the Automobile Club of 

rica, and which was won by an air 
cooled, four cylinder, twelve horse power 
runabout which traveled eighty-seven miles 
on the allotted quantity of fuel. 

Generally, the sentiment in Chicago fa vors 
such @ test, for the record breaking perform- 
ance in the east. has aroused local curiosity 

as to how far a car could go on two gallons 
of gasoline over the level roads of the west, 
but so far no organization has come forward 
with a proposition to promote such an event, 
Some of the interested parties along the 
automobile row deplore the lack of initiative 
on the part of the leaders and express the 
hope that some one will come to the front 
and suggest. one of the clubs in Austin or 
Oak Park as possibilities in this line. 


Chicago Course Less Favorable. 

It is hardly believed any course could be 
found around Chicago that would produce 
such results as did the eastern one, for the 
reason that the winning car in the A. C. A. 
contest is said to have profited by the fact 
that the course was hilly, permitting shrewd 
work on the part of the driver, Arthur 
Holmes of Syracuse. Of course his main idea 
Was to save gasoline, so he hit up a twenty 
mile clip at the start. 

Advancing his spark, he ran up to speed, 
then closed down and coasted. Especially on 
the. hills did this work to advantage, for he 
could coast down without using a drop of 
gascline and coast probably quarter way up 
the following incline. By nursing his fuel 
in this manner he managed to squeeze out 
eighty-seven miles, which was eight miles 
better than he had been able to get In prac- 
tice. 

As Holmes’ car went twenty-five miles bet- 
ter than did the French machine which did 
sixty-two miles at a forty-five mile an hour 
clip several months ago, the feat naturally 
aroused the rival makers, and some of them 
disputed the authenticity of the record. In 
order to settle these doubters Holmes 
went out last Tuesday and increased 
hfs miledge to ninety-five miles, and the

Racing Game Is Passing. 

Gradually the motoring world is being 
weaned away fromracing. The track game 
received its deathblow through the accidents 
last year to Oldfield, Kiser, and Jay, while 
road racing is such an expensive luxury that 
few manufacturers care to dabbleinit. This 
causes those makers who are anxious to 
improve their product to go in for these 
efficiency tests, hill climbs, and economy 
trials which tend to bring out the weakness 
of construction and educate the designers. 
The two gallon contest was the curtain raiser 
this season, while the hill climb at Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., the latter part of the week gave 
those most interested a chance to get a line 
on 1906 construction. 

It is expected that the economy test of the 
New York Motor club will furnish another 
good lesson. This event will be held June 20,

Enough promises have been secured to in- 
duce the Rochester men to seek a man to 
fun the event. Labor day is talked of as being 
most suitable, a date which would serve to 
make the race a curtain raiser for the Amer- 
ican eliminating trial which will decide the 


team to represent this country in the Van- | 


derbilt road race. It would afford American 
makers a chance to try out their racing cars 
and tune them up for a struggle which is ex- 
pected to be fully as interesting as the final, 
as a victory in the trial means as much to 
the American maker as one in the real race 
itself, for in the trial he is pitted against a 
larger field of his natural rivals than he will 
meet in the cup clash. 

Preliminary entry lists to the three big 
foreign tours are out and show that. these 
contests are receiving more support than 
road races. In the Herkomer, the German 
event, there are 146 nominations, including 
Prince Henry of Prussia, who will drive his 
own car. Percy Pierce of Buffalo, N. T., is 
in this, as well as the European circuit. In 
the latter event there are forty-eight nomi- 
nations, For the Milan cup, which will be 
run in Italy, starting on May 15, there are 
forty-seven, including several well known 
race drivers like Lancia, Nazari, Macdonald, 
Raggio, and Earp, showing the makers’ pos- 
sible reeulte in tours. 


MATSU, THE NEW FIELD SPORT. 


Game Is Devised by Capt J. V. S. Pad- 
dock of Chicago—National Asso- 
ciation Issues Code Book. 


A new feld sport, called matsu, that prac~ 
ticaNy completes the quartet of field games 
which are not limited to trained and strenu- 
ous athletes, is quickly taking hold at the 
golf and country clubs. Like golf, it is pure- 


ly a game of healthful recreation that also 


requires the mind’s closest attention. 

The ball used is about three times the size 
and weight of a golf ball, and the club, which 
— called the maul, is of peculiar construc- 

on. 

Matsu, while a comparatively new gante to 
the generf@ public, has been played for some 
time by many skilled in other outdoor sports. 


It is a game that ealis for the exercise of de- 


liberate judgment, nerve, coolness, and bold- 
ness of play, and a memory of previous play 
is an essential requisite. 

The game was devised several years ago by 
Capt. J. V. 8. Paddock, retired U. 8. G. A. 
principally as a means for entertaining his 
week end guests. 

The space required for the game is about the 
same sizeas the regulation baseball diamond.

DECISIVE TRIUMPH. 


Clericals and Reactionaries United to 
Destroy Present Form of Govern- 


pli,” Voted Strongly Against Them 
«Government Safe if Firm.

PARIS, May 12.—The general election of 

the menrbers of the chamber of deputies took 
place throughout France in absolute tra n- 
quillity, especially in Paris. There were 589 
deputies to be elected. Four hundred and 
thirty-four were elected at the first ballot. 
There remain 154 pollings to be taken 
May 20. 

From a political point of view the chief in- 
terest is that the groups on the left of the 
chamber, those who are called le bloc.” 
have 267 deputies elected, radicals, rad- 
ical socialists, and socialists. The oppo- 
sition, succeeded in electing 167 deputies of 
different shades of opinion, liberals, imperial- 
ists, royalists, Catholics, and ‘nationalists. 

If ani one desires to study French policy in 
this electoral crisis he must remember that 
the groups of the left are various parties who 
were united to vote separation of church and 
state, and that the opposition is com posed of 
various parties who ha ve grouped themselves 
together to destroy the republic and restore 
the concordat. The majority of republicans 
in the first pollings is, therefore, 100, and if, 
as is probable, the second polling shall re- 
semble the first the majority will be perhaps 
nearly 200. 


Both Sides Surprised. 

Neither victors nor vanquished expected 
such a result. The Catholics made such a 
noise at the moment of the ifiventories, the 
reactionaries had shown such ardor in ter- 
rorizing the population on May 1, and for 
the first time in thirty-five years the clergy 
had thrown themselves into the mélée with 
such zeal that the coldest republicans had 
made up their mind they would lose some 
seats. Evidently they did not believe in a 
victory of the adversaries of the republic, 
but they believed some would pull through 
on thé eve of the polling.

An- 
other cause of the decline of the story pic- 
ture is the divorcement of art and literature, 
A new cult has arisen which debars the sub- 
ject picture, and the public is often afraid to 
voice its opinion. People really prefer the 
subject picture, but the realistic school pooh 
poohs its choite. Of late years there has been 
a great demand for old masters, which has 
doubtless affected modern art, but in many 
cases old masters are frauds, cleverly man- 
ufactured.”’ 

Solomon J. Solomon, R. A., also considers 
the decline of the subject picture to be a 
serious feature of modern art.

FLORISTS ARE WORRIED. 


Opponents of Government Use 
Flowers as Emblems and 
Make Them Unpopular. |

At the most critical stage of the recent 
conflict between the crown and the people 
in Hungary an association was formed by 
Countess Louis Batthiany atid a mumber of 
other great ladies of the Magyer aristocracy 
for the purpose of promoting the complete 
emancipation of their country from its sub- 
jection to the imperial government at Vi- 
enna. It was at a grand ball given by the 
countess at her palace at Pesth that the 
society came into existence, and moat of the 
women present, fired by patriotic enthusiasm, 
divested themselves then and there of their 
jewels, announcing that they devoted them 
to the cause of Magyar freedom, being care- 
ful, however, on the following morning to 
send their husbands and their fathers to re- 
deem them by means of cash subscriptions 
to the extent of théir value. 

On the same occasion these ladies adopted 
the tulip ag the badge of their organization, 
to which they gave the title of the Tulip so- 


ciety. A temporaty compromise has since 
been effected between the dynasty and the 
nation in Hungary. But most of the former 
points at issue stil] remain unsettled, and 
coneequently the Tulip society, instead of 
laying down. its arms, has not only remained 
in existence but branching out in every 
direction, its membership, at first restricted 
to the fair sex, being now extended so as to 
include patriots of the masculine persuasion. 
In fact, it has become quite as powerful ¢@ 
political organization as the Primrose league 
of the conservative party in Great Britain, 
and aims at bringing about Hungary's com- 
plete separation from Austria. The Tulip 
leaguers are willing to permit the crown and 
scepter to be retained by thé emperor of 
Austria for the time being, provided always 
that he lives up to his constitutional obliga- 
tions as king of Hungary. But they demand 
the entire independence of their country in 
every other respect and its treatment by 
Austria on a footing of absolute equality. 


Tulip an Emblem of Sedition. 


Thus far the imperial government has not 

seen fit to prohibit the wearing of the tulip. 

although in its eyes it fs undoubtedly a 

floral emblem of sedition and of treason, 

In fact, there is a desire at Vienna, and also 

at Pesth, to avoid anything calculated to 

interrupt the recently concluded truce 80 

long as the venerable Francis Joseph re- 

mains in the land of the living. But it may 

safely be taken for granted that when he is 

gathered to his fathers and sleeps between 

his murdered consort and his ill fated son 

in the vaults of the Capucine church at 

Vienna, where more than 200 members of 

the house of Hapsburg are entombed, his 

successor, Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 

will place the tulip in Hungary under the 
same ban as the daisy and the cornfiower 
in Austria.

Another important political party in 
Austria is that composed of the German 
speaking sybjects of Francis Joseph, who 
aim at the @ventual transfer of their alle- 
giance from the Hapsburgs to the Hohen- 
zollerns, and who look to the incorporation 
of his German province into the 
German empire, ve 3 as their 
political emblem thee cornflower, out of com- 
pliment to old Emperor William, whose 
favorite flower it was, and they are now 
known as the cornflower party.“ Resent- 
ing the loss of their former predominance 
in the affairs of Austro-Hungary, and their 
relegation. to much the same level ae the 
other races subject to the Austrian crown, 
they now insist that they are absotutely at 
the mercy of any coalition, say, between 
the Czechs and the Poles of Galicia, and de- 
clare that it is only by becoming part and 
parcel of the German empire that they could 
ever hope to receive fair and just treatment, 
and to preserve their civic rights. 

‘These Views, of course, cannot be regarded 
as other th reasonable and disloyal by the 
authorities at Vienna, and the consequence 
is that the cornflower has been in the north- 
ern part of the empire placed under the same 
ban as the daisy in the south. Thus far 
there are but three so-called flower parties 
in the dual empire—namely: that of the 
daisy in the south,.that of the corntiower in 
the north, and that of the tulip in Hungary 
proper. As, however, there are about a 
score of nationalist factions in the reiche 
rath at Vienna, and about a dozen more in 
the Magyar legislature at Buda-Pesth, it 
ig to be hoped that they will not be prompted 
by the recent formation of the Tulip soeiety 
to select flowers as their political emblems. 
Otherwise the florists subject to Francis 


Joseph’s kindly rule might just as well shut.

HISTORY. IN LETTERS. 

It is a suggestive request which comes 
officially from the curator of the Califor- 
nia state library that persons in other 
parts of the country who have received 
letters from California friends and rela- 
tions describing the recent earthquake and 
fires donate these epistles to the library 
for the benefit of future historians. There 
is a provision that the letters may be 
placed in sealed envelopes with an anno- 
tation indieating the length of time which 
is to elapse. before they are to be opened 
and made available for the public use, this 
being a prudent safeguard of the privacy 
which many might wish to have surround 
their personal communieationg. 

The value of letters as wass rial for his- 
{ tory writing has been recognized from the 
beginning of time, There is semething cf 
interest in each one’s point of view, and 
when a number of. letters descriptive of a 
given event are. accessible, tor examination 
it is comparatively easy to- get at the real. 
truth concerning it. Some of the Oali- 
fornia libraries which were destroyed by 
the fire were rich in collections of this 
sort, letters from _ pioneers, carefully 
copied stenographie reports of interviews 
with eyewitnesses or participants in ith- 
portant events in the early history of the 
State, and other.similar material. 

The most interesting history is that 
Which has been. written. with the aid of 
such personal collections. Mr. Weeden's 
“ Eeonomic. and Social History eof New 
England,” for example, gained much of its 
value from his study of bundles of old 
letters, files of business papers, such as 
receipts, notes, Anyoices, . and other legal 
documents. The correspondence of a 
public servant often is of the utmost im- 
portance to the student, because these 
letters show the individual polut of view, 
reflect the current convictions upon public 
questions, and, in addition, give a great 


deal of inside information not to be found 


in the newspapers or reviews ot the time.

This practice not only assigns the city 
the role of a cringing solicitor but it in- 
volves a useless waste of policemen, as 
well as an unknown loss of revenue ulti- 
mately. Proper regulations should, of 
course, be’ adopted’ 2 avoid any blockade 
in the city collector’s office even for a day. 
With that done, however, there is one 
effective, fair, and businesslike course 
which should be pursued in reference to this 
whole subject—namely: each police officer 
should be handed a Hist of the unlicensed 
su loons on his beat with an order to close 
‘each one of them promptly, keep it closed, |.

KENTUCKY: ENGLISH. 

An English gentleman traveling about 
the; world ascribes to the lamd of blue 
grass, fast horses, fine whisky, and bean- 
tiful women the additjonal excellence of 
| speaking the purest English he has found 
after much study of dialects*in all parts 
of the English speaking world. His 
declaration seems to include both language 
and diction. The ordinary resident of the 
British isles, he asserts, is above all dia- 
lectical. He ‘sticks a totally misplaced r 
on the end of words like idea, making it 
idear. The same thing is true of the New 
Englander often. The people of the 
southern states mark their speech by a 
drawl which is entirely nnnecessary: the 
people of the northern states have a nasal 
twang which is a joke to an Englishman. 
It is only on the middle ground in Amer- 
ica that the true English is found, the 
English of Shakspeare and Dr. Johnson, 
unmixed with dialectical absurdities «ar 
with local peculiarities of expression. 
Such is the general notion set forth by the 
observer mentioned. 

When the sentence is noted, Slang 
as such I do not find in Kentucky and 
the neighbotitg regions along the Ohio 
and Missouri rivers,“ it is apparent that 
the field 6f observation was comparatively 
limited. But the truth of the main con- 
unshaken. Of course 
Slang is found in Kentucky, as it is almost 
everywhere in America. But there are 
certain social circles in Kentucky where 
the English is distinct from that of the 
commonality and where special hereditary 
influences are at work!. These circles in- 
clude. two distinct elements of population, 
ore the descendants of the old Virginia land- 
ec families and the other the children of 
the Scotch-Irish pioneers, both of which 
classes have been noted for the purity of 
their language and the clearness of their 
enunciation, contrasting in a marked de- 
gree with the more southern drawl of the 
gulf states or the nasal sharpness of the 
Lankee. The race history of these two 
elements of population will explain the 
Englishman’s comment, “I have found in 
the city of Louisville a pronunciation and 
‘a use of terms: Which ein my mind, is 
nearer to Addison and the English class- 
icists: than anything which the counties 
of England, the provinces of Australia, or 
the marches of Scotland can offer.” 

The study of Ameriean dialects is one 
which is rich in interest and attractiveness. 
The world has never seen in population 
what Ameriea shews, a cosmopolitan 
blending, where representatives of every 
nation meet,on a common level, and where 
a citizen ot today may have in his blood 
4 half dozeg-strains.; Nor has it afforded 
before a country with such extremes of 
heat and cold or such variations of cli- 
matic condition ‘possibly to be experi- 
enced in a single lifetime with an exceed- 
ingly mobile population, It is impossible 
to generalize, therefore, and such a’ sug- 
gestive comment as is made by an Eng- 
lish visitor Who is weleemed into the best 
homes might, seem, foolish’ and . ridiculous 
unless these actualities of climate, en- 
vironment, -and,.particularly of; mixture or 
freedom of mixture in a mobile popula- 
tion are remembered. Where a section of 
the country contains clearly defined race 
elements, which are permanent and usu- 
ally unmixed, there the language condi- 
tions may be expected to be essentially 
differgnt from those found under entirely 
opposite. circumstances.

Take up a serious profession in all serious- 
ness and devote all working hours to it, Then, 
turning to the other field of endeavor, work— 
work—work—but call the work in this partic-

Work as Pleasure His Secret. 

This at least is the lesson of the life work 
of the Philadelphia physitian-novelist, who, 
working at his life inspiration as a form of 
recreation, has accomplished more in letters 
alone than have thousands who have made 
literature a life work of itself. And almost 
without exception the literary work of Dr. 
Mitchell has been successful, Categorically 
he has eighteen novels to his credit; several 
books of poems: essays and short stories 
without number; and about 125 works of 
greater or less length on scientific and pro- 
fessional subjects. Yet, while accomplish- 
ing these things as almost a side line of en- 
deavor and keeping his professional posi- 
tion and practice at the top, he has been 
one of the most Gareful and painstaking of 
contemporary men of letters. 

Merely the physical effort of writing ail 
that he has written, using a pen, would segm 
enough in these days of the stenographer and 
the typewriter; but that in the writing of his 
novels and papers he has written almost every 
line from two to four times is startling to the 
popular idea of the short lived average novel. 
To this the doctor has added another inter- 
esting contribution of method in workman- 
ship. He was asked as to the time required 
in the writing of the novel Hugh Wynne 
regarded as one of the fixtures in American 
literature of its time. 

„ Hugh Wynne’ was written in six 
weeks,” was the doctor's reply to the ques- 
tion. 

„Planned, laid out, and written? repeated 
his questioner, in amazement. 

“ Well, everything except the seven years 
that I had spent thinking about the story,” 
conceded the author, dryly.

On the shelves of Dr. Mitchell’s library are 
scores of books and papérs which were stud- 
fed and consulted for material for this revo- 
lutionary story, which took seven years of 
his thinking; froma woman who had made 

a special study of the dress of the women of 
‘hb period, Dr. Mitchell wrote for a descrip- 
tion of every bit of wearing apparel pertain- 
ing to the wardrobe of the gentlewoman. of 
the time; and when chapters were written 
having a bearing upon the Quaker life of Phil- 
adelphia, he had friends in the order who 
passed upon the situations and the state- 
ments that were meant for fact. 

Yet this novel appeared in 189 when Dr. 
Mitchell was 66 years old and when the work 
of it was his “recreation!”

Uses Every Instant of His Time, 

At the present time, as the pusiest old man 
in the world, Dr. Mitchell has gn office prac- 
e which crowds upon him, and the reliance 
which his patlents have upon him is a source 
of constant anxiety. Thie pressure of pro- 
fessional duties is such that in the winter 
season he does not allow his practice to take 
from it. But in the six weeks or two months 
which he spends at his summer home at Bar

Yet when Dr. Mitchell first proposed this 
rest cure he was laughed ation both sides of 
the Atlantic. Cure a person merely by send 
ing him to bed and fattening. the patient up? 
Ridiculous! Yet years of observation and 
experience had gone into the Weir Mitch- 
ell”’ treatment before the doctor began to 


demonstrate it, and when it had been proved 


in America it required full seven years to 
bring the European practitioners to its use. 

It was with some aversion that Dr. Mitch- 
ell applied himseif first to the study of medi- 
cine. His father was a physician of stand- 
ing, and he predicted that the boy would 
make a failure of the profession. When 
Holmes advised the young physician to es- 
tablish himself in medicine before he at- 
tempted Uterature, young Mitchell took the 
edvice sensibly. Twenty years after his 
graduation from Jefferson Medical college in 
Philadeiphia the doctor impulse was strong 
enough in the man for him to seek a profes- 
gorship in the college. He had friends who 
worked for his election to the place in 1870, 
but he failed, much to his disappointment and 
chagrin. 

Dit this failure redounded to his fame in 
jater years. For four years, including 1862, 
Dr. Mitchell bad been enlisted as an army

tracted attention by his medical papers on 
many & subjects. In these books and papers 
he found a wider range than the field of in-

“The Case of George Deadlaw was the 
first introduction which Dr. Mitchell had to 
American letters. The story came out ofa 
discussion among friends whether or not a 
man’s personality would change if his limbs 
were amputated. Dr. Mitchell wrote the 
story of the fictitious Deadiaw for the benefit 
personally of the friends who had been in 
the discussion. The Rev. Dr. Furness read the 
story and showed it to Edward Everett Hale, 
then connected with the Atlantic Monthly. 
The story was printed in the magazine anda 
check sent to the author of the story. Since 
then, in much of Dr. Mitchell's fiction, there 
are pathological lines and studies which 
even the lay reader may discover readily. 

Personally, Dr. Mitchell is a tall figure, a 
little bent, but ithe ahd active as a man of 
60 years. There is nervous strength in his 
movements, which indexes. the man of mental 
activities. His hair and beard are not Yet 
white and he smokes his cigar with almost 
as little search for excuse-as does Mark 
Twain. In summer, while at literary work, 
he smokes almost constantly; in the winter 
he smokes in the evenings only, for the rea-

Genial, Gentle, Unassuming Man. 

Genial, gentle, and disposed to regard al- 
most every individual coming into personal 
contact as @ possible subject for pathological 
or Hterary observation, Dr. Mitchell im- 
presses the stranger with something of the 
clinical atmosphere 80 often carried by the 
neurologist. But his marked air of culture 
and refinement is a foil for it, in spite of the 
small blue eyes which look out under the 
broad forehead, past the strong, prominent 
nose.

$8 to $9.50 a week. These are the girls who 
are lucky, or unlucky, enough to be retained 
during the slack season, Many of them work 
for only a part of the year. I found them 
more restless and discontented than the box 
or glove makers, When I asked if they pre- 
ferred working to er yee at home one giri 
snapped: 

“ Prefer? It's no question of prefer. We've 
got to work whether we like it or not!“ 

The foréwomanh over this girl said to me: 
Our girls all live at home. They are most 
of them girls who Nave to work and help their 
families. We like that kind best. If they 
live at home they are more-likely to be good 
giris; if they have to work. ey are more 
manageabile,.”’ «|. . 

The factories 1 wvigited. were. light, well 
heated, and well wentilated, except one dip- 
ping room which no outer windows.

When he began in the freight rate depart- 
ment his work from the beginning was the 
work of the four flush.

Even in 80 simple a matter as 
affixing a freight rate ‘on a bill of goods is 
there opportunity for displaying character. 
The artist is here discerniblé, as in every 
walk in life. He is the man who does his 
work well, as it should be done. He is as 
distinguishable from the poor worker as if 
he were labeled with the evidence of his 
skill. All old clerks and most skilled -vork- 
ers of every kind know what is meant. 

There usually is one best worker in every 
jlargé department, If the head is out he {fs 
the man to whom the boss comes when he 
wants to know anything about the depart- 
ment’s work. And he is the man who is 
when the occasion offers. 

It was this manner of worker that Geb- 
hardt strove to be—or, rather, appear to be. 
He didn’t have the ability to bea good man, 
that was decided immediately. upon his ad- 
vent inte the freight rate department. He 
was one of the kind who fit in half ways 
between the competent and the inefficiemt, 
end his style and manner of working pro- 
claimed the fact so that any one might see.

Was Born in New Vorn. 


At h Herr Feininger appears a Ger- 


man 22 Germans and holds the highest place 
in humorous art in Germany, he is an Amer 


ican. 

Feininger was born in New York July 17, 
1871, and studied in the common schools. He 
was an artist from infancy, almost, and 
when not yet 15 years old determined to go to 
Hurope and study art there. He went to Ru- 
rope in 1887 and entered the gewerbeschule 


in Hamburg, later entering the akademie in 


Berlin, where he won high honors: 

In 1882 and 1898 he was one of the star pu- 
Pils at Coloressi,“ in Paris, where he com- 
pleted hie education in art. Returning to 
Berlin he joined the staff of Ulk in 1895, and 
in 1896 he became the cartoonist of Lustige 
Blätter. 

As a boy in New York his work attracted 
attention among his teachers. 

He then was accounted one of the most 
prominent young artists, but his sense ot the 
grotesque spoiled (or made) him. He turned 
from legitimate art —as the artists call 
it—to cartooning and drawing his exquisitely 
ludicrous pictures. His critics told him he 
was foolish, that his future as a real 
artist—-that is, one who does serious work— 
Was ‘assured, but he preferred ifdulging his 
odd strain of humor to painting or drawing 
great pictures. Above all, he preferred to 
strike at human weaknesses and wrongs 
through his pencil and to amuse mem, women, 
and children—especiaily'- children—by the 
droll creations of his brain.

Founded a New School. 

Hie humor struck Germany from the first, 
and his personality made him one of the best 
liked. of German artists in Berlin, He found- 
ed a new school of humorous art, for his {mi- 
tators were many. 

He joined che staff of the Lustige Blätter, 
and became perhaps the foremost cartoonist 
in Berlin. In the main his work was confined 
to the ludicrous creations of burlesque hu- 
man beings—absurd impossibilities that, de- 
epite their absurdity, contained the human 
idea and were as real as fairies or gnomes. 
But at times his political cartoons attracted 
the attention of the world. 

Besides, he became a joke writer, illus- 
trating his Own drawings. He was the best 
known of German caricaturists and the most 
powerful of German cartoonists, one of the 
most valued joke writers in the empire, 
showing his remarkable versatility. 

But, while great in drawing and in humor, 
Feininger was less the leader in that line 
than ih his specialty. His specialty was 
color. He can do more with color than any 
living artist. Germany for years haé led the 
world in color printing~and Feininger has 
led Germany. His effects from simple colors 
were the. despair of his fellow artists. He 
made color expressive, he got action“ out 
of color. 

After years of work in Berlin he consented 
46 abandon hie position there and join the 
staff of Tum CuIcaGo SUNDAY TRIBUNE, and 
has returned to the United States. 

The Illustrated Zeitung of Berlin says of 
Feininger: He is the greatest humorist in 
Germany and the most powerful political car- 
toonist on the eS... 


Surpasses All Others in Color. 


s the highest tribute ever paid Fein- 
wee any other humorous artist, was 
paid him by Der Deutsche In an article on 
caricaturists which appeared after the Ger- 
mans discovered that Feininger was return- 
ing to his home country. The article says: 

“A great gulf separates the caricaturists 
of Simplicissimus from those of Lustige 
Blatter. While the former may excel in 
the technique of drawing. the other is ahead 
in color. For that reasom it is difficult to 
compare the great talent of Feininger with 
that of Heine. Color possesses & more dis- 
tinct speech than crayon, but is not turned 
so easily to the service of the outward emo- 
git * a huge brownish and greenish mass 
of color, like a small island in the sea, swims 
a melancholy violet tpeck—a hat. It com- 
péls the attention of the eye, and also directs 
ine glance to the figure beyond. We see 
now the other colors are subdued. The most

Who Fails

HAT does the average cleric in 
your establishment look forward 
to?” was the question that was 

; asked of a department store su- 
perintendent. 

“ Considered as a body, they look forward 
to matrimony,” was the answer. EHighty - 
per cent of the clerks in our store are fe- 
males, and their ambition is to get niarried. 
But the men are ambitious in the same way 
as workers in offices or other establishments 
are ambitious. ‘They expect to work up.” 

“Do they do it?” 

“ About 10 per cent of the best positions in 
the store are filled from the ranks of sales- 
people. The salesman does not develop into 
an efficient exetutive,”’ | 

This must be taken as final and conclusive, 
for the superintendent knows, and the in- 
formation conveyed throws interesting light 
on the salesman’s position. | 

But later cams the question: What are 
his chances for becoming the head of the 
store?“ (o which the answer was: The 
general manager began as a cash boy.” So 
it would seem that the salesman has a chance 
to go to the top, even though the records 
show that he does not do so except on rare 
occasions. 


Store Judged by Its Salespeople. 

Why he does not develop in a manner to 
bring him to the front ie hard to see at the 
firet summary of his work and position. 
There is no lack of opportunity for him to 
distinguish himself either in a manner fa- 
vorable or unfavorable. He ig in a position 
where he represents the establishment to a 
patron. The patron judges a store by the 
salesman with whom he or she comes in con- 
tact. By his conduct he either drives away 
or attracts trade. On his ability, at least in 
some departments, reets the business. There 
is ample scope for him to show his worth. 

The average run of department stores must 
be said to employ only those of meager bust 
ness ability. Extremely good salesmen are 
few and far between; satisfactory ones are 
hard to find: nonefficient ones must often 
be employed. As a consequence he who 
exhibits even a medium amount of business 
perspicacity is certain to be noted above 
the great crowd of commonplace ones. The 
large stores are always in need of more good 
men than they can obtain, and prefer to get 
them from among their own people when 
possibile. | 

The most direct way in which a salesman 
can attract attention to himself is through 
his sales. He if put behind a counter to 
sell goods. The amount that he selfs ts 
the criterion of his work. In all departments 
there fs a set percentage which salespeople 
must make if they are to be considered ef- 
cient. This percentage is so graduated that 
it requires little or no effort to make it, yet 
many fall below. Each night the salesman 
foots hie sales and turns them in. These 
daily reports are recapitulated monthly, and 
a report fs made out on the sales of the entire 
store during the month. Opposite each sales- 
man's name its the total of his sales for the 
month, together with the percentage required 
in his department. The superintendent can 
thus tell in one glance whether a clerk's 
sales record is good, bad, or indifferent. . H

and kept forty hens to start the next season.

Raising Chickens with a Lead Pencil. 

I'll admit that it was I who raised them 
with a soft lead pencil and a bunch of paper. 
I knew all about chickens, because, when I 
was a boy, I was in the bantam and sey- 
bright business “And, later in my career, 1 
raised game cocks until father caught me at 
it. It was a simple, mathematical proposi- 
tion of putting eggs in an incubator, get- 
ting a few old hens, and wiring off a part 
of the backyard for a chicken yard, and 
building a small henhouse. | 

So we moved early in the spring, ran a 
hot water pipe from the furnace back to the 
henhouse, and started in the poultry bust 
ness. The prospects were not so dazzling 
after I figured up the bills. These are the 
items, copied from my account book:

$7.50 for 200 guaranteed eggs from a farmer 
and filled the incubator again. Things were 
going fine when, one Monday—which is wash 
day at our house—there came a cold snap, 
and, as it happened, the washerwoman drew 
off all the hot water to do the washing, 
When I got home at supper time the incu- 
bator was stone cdid. I lighted the lamp 
hastily—but it was too late. 

I hated to mention the fact to the missus, 
but, adter I had installed 200 fresh eggs in 
the incubator and started all over again she 
discovered it. It is wonderful how sarcastic 
some women can be—just as if it was my fault 
thet the washerwoman drew off all the hot 
Water! 

That time I managed to hatch out forty-six 
chickens, which is pretty good for a begin- 
ner, and I figured those forty-six chickens 
would be worth at least $35 by fall, I d- 
vided them up between the ten hens, and 
eight of the chickens were pecked to death 
the first two days. In a week the number 
had decreased to twenty-one; and out of 
these, by hard work, I managed to raise nine 
to the prime of life. 

Wife said the chicken raising had been a 
failure, but I argued that the experience 
was worth it and that the next rene we would 
do better. 


Some Remarkable Profits. 
Without going into tiresome details, I 
raised chickens three years. We ate 27 
broilers in all, got 287 eggs, made soup of five 
of the old hens, and quit with the account 
standing this way:

impossible. ‘This @utomatic machine in 


manufacturing its particular specialty may 
‘require six or seven screw and d

the minute bit of metal which is cut auto- 
matically from the rod or bar of metal that 
feeds automatically into its maw. A catar

Some of the material that is manufactured 
ready for the machine shop to begin work on 
as a mere raw material is a wonder in itself. 
For example one of the stock necessities of 
the ‘manufacturer of gaslight fixtures of 


many kinds is a minute metal tube that shall 


be of a certain fixed diameter. and free of 
holes of any kind. In the making of one of 
these tubes that will hardly receive a knit- 
ting needle, the baSic material is a shell of 
brass alloy four feet long, cast with a hole 
through its center. This is the beginning of 
the minute tube, which from this base 18 
stretched to 6,700 feet before the required 
diameter and finish are reached! 

Perhaps the smallest tubing of the ‘kind 
ever made has been produced for one of 
the experimental departments of the govern- 
ment service in Washington.” The inside 
diameter of this «ube is one ten-thousandth 
part of an inch ahd inside the tube is a wire 
that must be so delicately and perfectly 
round as to slide freely without friction!

Somebody Was Stealing. ‘Information

were giving the firm the double cross; and 


nothing had come of it all. They swore by 
their office force, and it was easy to see that 
they had a right to. Most of their people 
were old men who had been with the firm 
for a long time, all of them were satisfied— 


dt least all who were in @ position to obtain 


such information as had been stolen—and 
it was difficnit to believe that any of them 
would have been guilty of misconduct even 
had the opportunity been open to them. 

It was a small office—four bookkeepers, 
half.a dozen clerks, two stenographers, and 
one private secretary for the head of the.

age to occur here as it had been in the office, 
Besides, a source of information from the 
factory department would not have revealed 
to Cohen & Murphy anything about the offi- 
cial workings of the house nor of the sales 
department.

His friends at Washington simply overturned 
the state department in their eagerness to give him 
what he wanted. They discovered that there was 
somewhere on the map a city called Gallivancia.

Willoughby more than amused the men. He upset 
them and left them gaspirig. 

The acting consul had used a small office 
adjoining his own place of business on the water 
front. Mr. Willoughby called on the former consul 
and found him to be a dignified Britisher of the 
gloomy and reticent sort, with a mustache shaped 
like a horseshoe. The dethroned official was cour- 
teous, but not cordial. He was saying good-by to 
some easy money, and the situation was not one 
calculated to promote good cheer: - Mr. Willough- 
by's action in coming down and pulling the con- 
sulate from underneath him seemed to him almost 
unfriendly. However, he formally turned over to 
Mr. Willoughby a table, four chairs, several ac- 
count books and a letter press, all being the prop- 
erty of the United States of America. 

Mr. Willoughby had rented a house on the hill 
overlooking the town and decided to plant the con- 
sulate in the front room of his residence. Inas- 
much as the consul had a business caller about 
once a month, there was no need of maintaining two 
establishments. Already he had taken into his em- 
ploy and his warmest personal friendship a native 
named Franciotto. This name seemed formal and 
hard to remember, so Mr. Willoughby rechristened 
him “Jim.” He liked this native in spite of his 
color because he was the only man in Gallivancia 
who seemed to be pervaded by the simple spirit of 
democracy.

street to the lake. Of course this territory was not more 
than one-fourth covered by buildings, but the munici- 
pality was even then ambitious and proposed to have 
plenty of room in which to grow. 

The account books of that first newspaper and 
printing business have been preserved, and they furnish 
valuable material for the historian. It is clear that the 
social life of the city already had been inaugurated, 
for Mr. Calhoun entered numerous charges for printing 
ball tickets and invitations. One may imagine the 
sincere gayety of those old dances, in turn held at the 
houses of the neighbors or perhaps in some little hall 
over a store. No doubt the oldtime fiddlers played old- 
time tunes and the Indians came to the windows to 
listen to the music and peeped in to see the ladies in 
their grand gowns. 

Mrs. Calhoun preserved complete files of the Demo- 
erat, and at her death gave them to the Historical so- 
ciety. The paper passed into the ownership of “ Long 
John” Wentworth in November, 1836, little more than a 
year after he walked barefoot into the town along the 
dusty and unpaved road which is now State street. 


* * 
Virginia o Chicago on Horseback. 


At that time the Clybournes had built a commodious 
new brick house on their farm up the north branch of 
the river. The Historical society is fortunate enough to 
have a picture of the earliest group of buildings on the 
Clybourne farm, where Bloomingdale road cross¢s the 
river. The buildings were all of logs. 

Archibald Clybourne rode into Chicago in 1823, 
only possessions being his horse and blanket and 
rifle with which he procured food on the way. He 
worked in Kinzie’s store for a year and then went back 
to Virginia after his parents, who made the long trip 
to Chicago in a lumber wagon. They settled along the 
north branch, and called their plantation “New Vir- 
ginia.”’ 

Young Clybourne opened a butcher shop and was 
soon doing a big business. He was obliged to go as far 
south as Bangamon county to buy cattle, driving them 
to his Chicago market. A herd of them may be seen in 
the itHustration, grazing peacefully on the fat bottom 
land across the river from “ New Virginia.” 

Then as new romance went hand in hand with busi- 
ness, and Clybourne, on one of his cattle buying expedi- 
tions, found the “one woman,’ a farmer's daughter 
named Mary Galloway. who became Mrs. Clybourne in 
1829 and afterward lived in the brick house and was one 
of the “first women of the town.

Farmhouse at Dearborn and Randolph. 


The Ciybournes were more fortunate in one respect 
than the Joneses. It was years before the city en- 
croached upon their pleasant home, but the farmhouse 
of William Jones, shown herewith, was built on the 
corner of Dearborn and Randolph streets. It is plain 
that they were making what they thought would be a 
permanent home. The spacious lawn, the garden, the 
martin box on a pole, the barn with its pigeon loft, all are 
shown in the picture as they appeared in 1835. But the 
growing demands of the town were not to be denied and 
business interests soon crowded them out. 

South Water street was a busy market place even 
in those days. In the block between Dearborn and’*State 
streets there were nine houses in 1834, and opposite the 
most pretentious place of business—the house with the 
„Store front,“ shown at the right of the picture-—may 
be seen the old jackknife bridge. On the left of this 


the. 


same picture the early citizen may be seen with a fishing 
rod on his shoulder. He is just stepping on to a littie 
bridge across the branch which ran out of a slough then 
existing in the neighborhood of the present city hall, 
The branch ran into the river near State street. It was” 
impassable except by bridges. 

It is interesting to note that South Water street wae 
known as “the levee —at that time a most respectable — 
name—and that the buildings front the river for the. 
obvious reason that most of the shipping was done by 
water.

First Singing Bird Bor Brought to Cay. 


There were many Indians here then, and the rede

Perhaps the most wonderful thing of all to them, as 
well as the proudest possession of the infant city, was 
the piano brought from New York by Mrs. Abram Gale, 
Chicago’s first milliner. Her store, which was half dwell- 
ing and half business house, stood on Lake street, east — 
of Fifth avenue, and boaste@ a sign, as shown in the 
illustration. The Indians called the piano “a singing 
bird box.“ and thought it was some sort of cage filled 
with songstere.

The land east of tne 
river was known as North point and South point, while 
the west side was called Wolf's point, ‘because it had” 
been the home of Moaway (the wolf), a noted. Indian, 
The land along the south branch was mostly sloughs and 
marshes, and the only means of intercourse between pe 
garrison and the trading center at the points was a:

Business Center First — in 1839. 


Chicago's first big fire” veeurred on the night of 
Oct. 26, 1839. Seventeen frame houses were destroyed — 
in the business center, at that time in the neighborhood | 
of Lake and Dearborn streets. The fire department con- 
sisted of two volunteer companies, provided with the 


was chief of the fire department at that time. The 
bucket brigade, composed of men, women, and children, 
did heroic service at this first memorable fire. 

Every householder was, in fact, a member of the fire 
department, as a city ordinance at that time in force re- 
quired all citizens to keep on hand “fire buckets” for 
use in carrying water from the river in cage of emer- 
gency. Another queer ordinance required citizens to 
place lighted candles in their windows in case of 
alarm of fire at night, so the fire companies could get 
through the streets at a rapid rate and see how to dodge | 
the mudholes. 

But the town grew, and the streets were improved, 
the marshes reclaimed, and the lake front crept eastward.

The Ideal 8 

For the child must make a distinct three- 
fold appeal: first, to the emotions; second, 
tq the Intellect; third, to that particular com- 
bination of intellect and emotion which, for 
distinction, shall be called imagination. 

If it appeal to any one of these with such 
exaggerated force as to make false impres- 
sions, it is worse than a failure, Ot the 
latter class the simplest examples are stories 
of wild adventure, horrible stories, sad 
stories, as well as all stories of improbable 
persons and achievements that are neither 
fables nor allegories. 

A great objection to many children’ s books 
is that they foster the emotions of fear and 
anger. They should make their leading Ap- 
peal to the affections, and should arouse 
love and sympathy for all things: 

This is best done by picturing in attractive 
forms the common things with which the 
child is familiar, as in the stories and fables 
of animals and flowers, and in some ot the 
best stories of every day child life. 

Second, the book must be an dntelligible 
answer to the eternal Why ot childhood. 
It must be explicit; above all, it must be 
truthful. 

Third, it must furnish the imagination with 
high ideals, as it does the {i:t«llect with right 
ideas. Lastly, it must be literature. Here 
the same rules are universal. Good litera- 
ture is not all fit for children only, for the 
reason that it presupposes development in 
thought and feelings, Many of the best 
childreh’s books are selections or adapta- 
tions: from the best standard works. 

Some excellent children’s books are: 
“ Fairy. Tales Grimm; Arabian Nights“; 
„Alice in Wonderland“ Carroll; Robinson 
Cruspe,’’ Defoe; Nights with Uncle Remus,

Only a few years ago knew that 
there was any food value to the little dried 
so-called Geek currant. Since then food 
chemists have demonstrated that there is 
far more nutrition in them than in lean 
beef. Sir Francis Laking, physician to King 
Edward, says that nutrition in white bread 


is greatly increased by them, and that thirty 


parts of currants should be added to 70 parts 
of dough. To add them to bread, wash, dry 
well, and mix with the flour after sifting it 
with the salt. They also make a good win- 
ter substitute in all bread and batter recipes 
that call for fresh huckleberries, The best 
variety to get are the Zanti currants, which 
come from the island of Zanti. They Are 
really not currants, but are a small variety 
of seedless grape. 

To use them with sour cream, salt a cup 

of sourcream. Put in a Mttle leas than you 
believe to be just enough soda to neutralize 
the acid. Beat it untilfoamy. Sift a pint 
of flour with one cup of sugar and one tea- 
spoonful of baking powder.
